Eisenhower read a 
statement 


from Nixon, denying any wrong- 
doing, to a packed house at Kan- 
sas City's Municipal Auditorium 
Friday night. The crowd of about 
10,500 applauded the statement as 
well as Eisenhower's assertion of 
faith in Nixon's honesty.

AMBOY — Three Pennsyl- 


vania teenagers who were 
suspended from high school 
two days ago for smoking in 
the men's room yesterday led 
county, state and federal law- 
men on what they believed to 
be a manhunt for the nation's 
three "most-wanted" crimi- 
nals. 


The three, who left their Phila- 


delphia suburb homes' Thursday 
noon in a stolen car, were finally 
apprehended when the car was in- 
volved in an accident at the inter- 
section of Rt. 52 and Rt. 30. 


Early identification first led au- 


thorities to believe the youths were 
the gun-carrying Nolan brothers 
and Elmer Schuer, who escaped 
Sept. 10 from the Lewisburg, Pa., 
penitentiary. 


Identified Trio 


Sheriff Charles Redebaugh. who 


took pictures of the fugitives to 
Amboy when the incident was first 
reported to him, found three wit- 
nesses who identified the 
high 


school trio as the fugitive bank 
robbers. 


Redebaugh then alerted the other 


law enforcement officials, and sev- 
eral state police and FBI cars 
from Rockford hurried to the Am- 
boy cornfield where it was believed 
the youths were hiding. 


Th« "manhunt" for the fugitives 


ended, however, when the youths 
walked into the hands of the offi* 
cers without a struggle.

Medical "Experts Reject 
New 'Cancer Cure' Drug 


CHICAGO—W—A research committee of nationally known medical 


experts Has rejected claims that the drug "krebiozen" is Beneficial to 
cancer sufferers, the Chicago Tribune said today. 


Existence of the drug was made 


known in March, 1951, by Dr. An- 
drew C. Ivy, internationally known 
physiologist who later was found 
guilty of unethical conduct by the 
Chicago Medical Society for his 
part in the introduction of the con- 
troversial preparation. 


The Tribune said the report was 


submitted to Dr. George D. Stod- 
dard, president of the University of 
Illinois, by a six-man committee 
headed by Dr. Warren H. Cole, 
head of the department of surgery 
in the university's medical school. 


Dr. Stoddard and Dr. Cole could 


not be reached Immediately for 
comment. 


Doctor Suspended 


Dr. Stoddard appointed the fact- 


finding group early this year after 
Dr. Ivy, vice president in charge 
of 
the 
university's 
professional 


schools, was handed a three-month 
suspension from the rolls of the 
Chicago Medical Society. 


The Tribune said: 
The committee's findings were 


based on examination of case his- 
tories of 500 cancer' patients 
treated with krebiozen. The group 
found that clinical results of the 500 
cases, compiled by Dr. Ivy, gave 
no acceptable evidence that kre- 
biozen ever had cured any malig- 
nant tumor or prolonged the lives 
of cancer patients. Neither did it 
find that the drug caused cancer 
cells to degenerate or regress, nor 
did X-ray studies show that the 
preparation prevents the spread of 
cancer to lungs or bones. 


Announces Drug 


Dr. Ivy announced the introduc- 


tion of krebiozen in March, 1931, 
at a meeting of 100 physicians and 
scientists. At that time he said the 
drug had been tested on 22 patients 
In whom It had accomplished some 
Improvement in health. He empha- 
sized, however, that krebiozen was 
not a cancer cure but was a "new 
kind of medicine" that deserved 
further investigation.

and others. Most Illinois mines 
were reported to have gone along 
with this idea after a hurriedly 
called meeting in Chicago Friday. 


The union strategy apparently is 


to let as many mines as possible 
keep operating—on the union's own 
terms—so that the pressure on'the 
struck mines to get back In busi- 
ness would be. nil the more severe.

the break on home purchases that 
many World War II veterans had. 
It's all a question of mortgage 
money. 


Veterans of the Korean war were 


recently granted home loan bene- 
fits'under Public Law 550. Techni- 
cally, they receive the same bene- 
fits of VA guaranteed home loans 
as did veterans of World War II. 
but there is a majojr difference. 


0* In 1945, 1946 and 1947 there was 


plenty of home mortgage money 
at ?4 per cent available. Today, 
however, there is a drastic ab- 
sence of money to loan at 4 per 
cent, the VA home loan rate. 


As *a result, GI home buying 


booms, such as those which oc- 
curred in 1946-1948, aren't likely 
to be repeated, despite the recent 
easing of credit restrictions and 


. *he new increase in eligible vet- 


' <tf>ran buyers. * * * 


The Korean veteran, therefore, 


won't have as good a deal—at least 
for the present—as his World War 
II cousin because of the critical 
shortage of mortgage financing in 
all areas. 


Many recently discharged vet- 


erans, who have had both World 
War II and Korean service, mis- 
takenly believe they are entitled 


So double GI Home Loan guaran- 


tees. 


This ns not true—with one ex- 


ception. World War II veterans 
who have used their guarantees 
can be accorded re-use privileges 
under 
specific 
conditions 
laid 


down by the Veterans Administra- 
tion. 


Total applications for GI home 


loans, since the start of the pro- 
gram in 1944, now number 2,952,- 


^091, Veterans Administration re- 


ports show. In June there were 
24,524 applications for such loans. 
The approved loan amount aver- 
aged $6,687. 


VA officials have turned down 


requests to alter the present 4 per 
cent interest. That 
stand, 
the 


home building industry claims, is 
greatly restricting the flow of mort- 
gage money for 
VA-guaranteed 


home loans. 


Other factors which tend to hold 


.off any present GI housing boom: 


Many Korean veterans were also 


In World War H and eligible earl- 
ier under the first GI bill. 


Most Korean servicemen are still 


young and single and are thinking 
of returning to school or work be- 
fore considering home purchases. 


Since it always takes some time 


to set up the administration of a 


ejiew or expanded program, the vol- 


ume of applications for Korean 
vetei-ans Is expected to be slow 
for many months. 


The Veterans' Readjustment As- 


sistance Act, or "Teague" bill, 
signed into law by the President 
in July, provides a guarantee of 
loans for Korean veterans for 10 
years after the present national 
emergency is terminated. Under 
this statue, active service must 
Jiave been performed on or after 
'Wune 27, :S50, to whatever future 


date is set as the end of the emer- 
gency. 
• * * 


Home loan provisions of the 


new GI bill are very much like 
the one set up for World War II 
veterans, with only minor chang- 
es. The 'VA still guarantees 60 
per cent of a home loan up to a 
maximum amount of $7,SOO. 


Compact and without compli- 


cated structural detailing, this 
plan is intended for the moderate- 
income family that wants a clean- 
ly styled modern house with three 
bedrooms. It is Plan 206 of archi- 
tect Walter T. Anicka, 617 Forest, 
Ann Arbor, Mich. 


• The rectangular shape contains 
enough, storage and closet space to 
compensate for the lack of a base- 
ment. If a basement is desired, 
however, the plans could he modi- 
fied to include one. A stairway 
could be constructed in the utility 
room area. 


For the sake of economy, stand- 


ard materials are used through- 
out. Architect Anicka specifies 
.fire-resistant asphalt shingles for 


the roof. He points out that the 
owner could choose from a vari- 
ety of solid and blehded shingle 
colors. Any of several siding ma- 
terials or combination of mate- 
rials would be suitable. 


The house covers an area of 


1,000 
square feet. This figure is 


helpful in estimating construction 
cost. A builder usually can give 
an approximate "cost per square 
foot" for any locality.' 


The carport need not be placed

Old Dwellings 
Changs Hands 
At High Rate 


About 850,000 old houses were 


transferred from one owner to an- 
other during; the first six months 
of 1952, according to the Federal 
Reserve Board. 


Transfers were "somewhat more 


numerous than in either half of 
1951 and about the same as in the 
near record second half of 1950." 
the board said. • 


This statement was issued after 


the board had, noted reports from 
other sources to the effect that 
properties are selling more slowly 
now than in previous months and 
that prices of old houses have de- 
clined. 


Turning its attention to new con- 


struction, the board said it expects 
sales of new homes to continue at 
a high level or increase. It pointed 
out that credit regulations have 
been eased while personal incomes 
remain high. 


The board also reported that 


mortgages are growing bigger. The 
average loan, for both old and new 
houses, was said to have risen con- 
siderably even though the volume 
of mortgages insured by the Feder- 
al Housing Administration and the 
Veterans Administration has de- 
clined. 


For reconditioning old homes, 


two basic building materials—lum- 
ber and asphalt shingles—are in 
good supply.

To lessen the danger 
the NFPA recommends that fire- 
resistant roofing such as asphalt 
Shingles always be used. 


Fire-resistant roofing is consid- 


ered necessary even when a chim- 
ney is in perfect condition. Sparks 
from other sources—other chim- 
neys and all kinds of outdoor fires 
—are a constant hazard. Wind- 
blown sparks can be carried hun- 
dreds of yards and still be burning 
when they land.

These are his ideas: 


"Use different shades of the 


same basic asphalt shingle color 
on different roof levels," he says. 
"A^uming that a house has two 
roof levels, it's .possible to make 
the two seem more nearly the 
same or it's possible to accentuate 
the difference. You can call at- 
tention to the difference or not, de- 
pending upon how good-looking this 
architectural feature is. 


"First, take a case where you

Let's. Repay Our Debt for Blood 


Spilled on Korean Hills 


"Where," George Washington once asked, "is the man 


to be found who wishes to remain indebted for the defense 
of his own person and property to the exertion, the bravery 
and the blood of others, without making generous effort to 
repay the debt of honor and gratitude?" 


That's a question every civilian should ask himself every 


day his country is engaged in any war. Particularly is it a 
question to be asked in this time of the "forgotten war" in 
Korea.

The Korean war is a brutal, bloody business, but because 


it has been limited in scope, civilians here at home have suf- 
fered nothing worth mentioning in the way of material de- 
privation. Have you ever, during the course of the Korean 
war, asked for something at a store only to be told by the 
clerk, "Don't you know there's a war on ?" 


Too many of us are unaware or forgetful of the terrible 


things our young fighting men are going through on the 
shell-ripped Korean hills. We need to be reminded.

* 


Such a reminder comes from the Department of Defense, 


the Red Cross and the Federal Civil Defense Administration. 
They are the organizations operating the National Blood 
program for the benefit of our war wounded, the sick and 
injured civilians here at home, and to build a plasma reserve 
for use in event of a future national emergency. 


The National Blood program knows better than any of 


us the value of blood in treating the sick and injured. Be- 
cause of this we should heed its plea that the American peo- 
pie become not just one-shot donors but "regular" givers— 
regular like paying the rent or mowing the yard. 
Regular 


like going to the movies every couple of weeks or playing 
golf every Saturday. 


For remember there are a bunch of guys in Korea who 


would give their imperiled necks to be home paying the rent 
or mowing the yard. To say nothing of playing golf or tak- 
ing their girls to the movies. 


George Washington didn't know a blood transfusion 


from a cherry tree. But when he mentioned "the blood o'f 
others" as a thing we should not remain indebted for, he 
seems almost to have been speaking with foreknowledge of, 
these autumn days in 1952. 


WASHINGTON—Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg's return to 


duty as Air Force chief of staff is being cited by surgical 
authorities as a striking example of the value of early 
detection and treatment of cancer. 


General Vandenberg's abdominal cancer was dis- 


covered during the course of a routine physical exami- 
nation in connection with his reappolntment to a 14-month 
term as chief of staff. 
He did not collapse on the job, 


as was reported at the time. 


He underwent a really rugged operation in early 


May. The cancer was completely removed. A little over 
three months later he was able to return to duty. 


Clinically, he is today considered perfectly well. He 


looks like a million dollars, as he always did, and his 
doctors say there is no question about his be.ing able to 
complete his current term of duty. By that time he will 
be eligible for retirement from the Air Force after 30 
years of service, though he will be only 55 years of age. 


OFFICERS WKRE EXAMINED ANNUALLY 


Right after World War II. the armed services insti- 


tuted annual physical examinations for all officers, as 
routine procedure. It picked up a number of cases of 
cancer in the lower abdomen, similar to General Vanden- 
berg's. 


A well-trained specialist can easily detect cancer 


even,in its earliest stages. This early discovery is'con- 
sidered one of the most important aspects of prompt 
treatment. Doctors say this is the point which should 
be fully understood by the general public. 


Surgical removal of these cancer*, like General Van- 


denberg's, was first done in 1902, so it is not a new 
treatment. 


There is one record reported in medical journals of 


80 such operations performed by De. Lloyd G. Lewis of 
Washington, who operated on General Vandenberg. 


Of 40 cases in which the cancer was discovered early, 


36 are alive today, five years after treatment. 
Of the 


other 40 cases, in which the spread of the cancer was 
more extensive because of later discovery, 16 are alive 
today. 


Cancer can never be said to be completely cured, be- 


cause it tends' to spread. 
The chances of complete re- 


covery in people under 60 are said to be less than in 
older people. But more cancers could be cured if people 
had annual physical examinations, which would result 
in the earliest possible detection.

Getting this point across to the public so thai cancer 


could be clearly understood, instead of feared 
and 


shunned as something that should not be mentioned, is 
considered a service to doctors and their patients alike. 


The armed services had to abandon their annual 


physical examinations when their doctor shortages be- 
came acute. 
Officers and enlisted personnel are exam- 


ined now only when they report for sick call, or when 
they are up for promotion.

AIR EXPERTS SPECULATE ON CRASH 


Aviation experts in Washington are extremely inter 


ested in reports and newsreel pictures on the explosion 
in mid-air of the DH-110 supersonic plane flown by the 
famous test pilot, John Derry, at a Farnborough, Eng- 
land, air show. 


The full story will be told only in the official investi- 


gation reports. 
But in the meantime, speculation dis< 


counts the report that the plane exploded as it crossed 
the sonic barrier. 


Furthermore, the "boom" heard on the sound track 


of the newsreel is believed to have come not from the 
explosion of the plane, but from the shock of the sound 
waves set up by the plane as these waves hit the earth. 


This is a phenomenon familiar to everyone around 


Wright Field, O., and other air bases where high speed 
planes are tested. 
As the planes come out of power 


dives and level off. the sound waves travel on in straight 
lines till they bounce against the earth. That makes the 
boom. 


In the case of the DH-110 flown .by Derry, he had 


taken his plane some eight miles up to start his dive. 
These planes can go through all sorts of maneuvers in 
the stratosphere without damage. 
It is when they ma 


neuvcr at lower levels, where the atmosphere is thicker 
and heavier, that they get into trouble. 
It is like the 


difference between shoving your fist into a pail of water 
and trying to shove it through a brick wall. 


Derry apparently pulled out of his power dive and 


leveled off at about 1500 feet, over the crowd. He may 
Itave been crowding his plane to put on a good show. 
This extra strain in the lower atmosphere may have been 
more than the plane could take, according to specula- 
tion among aeronautical scientists in Washington.

up play, but sometimes we over- 
look the fact that a hold-up can 
be a fatal mistake. It is almost 
as Important to know when not 
to hold-up as it is to know when 
to -execute this very Important 
play. 


When West opened the seven of 


diamonds in the hand shown to- 
day. South made the mistake of 
holding up dummy's ice. East won 
with the queen of diamonds and 
returned the suit to dummy's ace. 
Thus West's long suit was estab- 
lished in the first two tricks. 


South needed at least two clubs 


to make his contract, so he imme- 
diately tried the club finesse. This 
had the great merit of getting the 
agony over quickly. West took the 
king of clubs and the rest of his 
diamonds to defeat the contract.

Nephritis; or Bright's disease, is 


a result partly of inflammation 
and partly of degeneration of the 
kidneys. It interferes with some of 
the functions of the kidneys. 


Richard Bright, for whom the 


disease is named, was born in 
Bristol, England, in 1789, and was 
graduated from the University of 
Edinburgh in 1813. He was" one of 
the famous men attached to Guy's 
hospital in Lonaon, which is one 
of the famous voluntary teaching 
hospitals situated in that city. 


His classic report on nephritis 


appeared in 1827. In it he pointed 
out the connection between dropsy 
(or edema), the presence of al- 
bumin (a kind of protein) in the 
urine, and hardened .or shrunken 
kidneys. 


He even found that there was an 


excessive accumulation of a sub- 
stance called urea in the blood of 
patients with the particular condi- 
tion which he wa* studying. 


Nephritis, unlike a great many 


other disorders of the body, is not 
really a single disease. It can come 
on without any apparent cause or 
It can follow acute infections such 
as scarlet fever, tonsillitis or pneu- 
monia. 


Just how these infections pro- 


duce Bright's disease—and they do 
not always cause this difficulty—is 
not quite clear. 


There is often quite a long time 


between the acute infection and 
the appearance of the first algns of 
nephritis. It remains for future re- 
search to discover the way in 
which nephritis la brought' about 
and to improve the mean* of pre- 
venting this complication. 


The trouble in the kidneys is not 


always the same. Sometimes one 
part of the kidney is damaged 
more than another. Sometimes the 
damage seems to be so slight that 
it halts before symptoms begin to 
show up. 


At other times the condition may 


progress gradually over a period 
of months or years, - destroying 
more and more of the functions of 
the kidneys. When this happens 
there is a constant worsening of 
the symptoms. 
BURDEN ON KIDNEYS 


A reader asks if the drinking 


of beer has anything'to do with 
nephritis. Beer alone probably can 
not cause a true nephritis, but if 
taken in considerable quantity, it 
throws, an added burden on the 
kidneys, and .would therefore be 
considered inadvisable, as a rule, 
for a person with Bright's disease. 


It- looks as though there will be 


fewer cases of nephritis in the fu/ 
ture because several of the dis- 
eases commonly causing it, like 
pneumonia and scarlet fever, yield 
quite well to the sulfa drugs or 
penicillin. This hoped-for

This is an open letter to all who 


are interested in the rent situation. 
I especially hope it will be read' 
by Mayor Slothower and the City 
Commissioners. Yes, there are 2, 
3 and 4 room apartments to rent, 
but try to find a 5 room bungalow 
or two-story house for $60 a month. 
In 1943 these were available at not 
more than $35 a month, and in 
good locations, but not any more. 
I know, because I have been watch- 
ing the rental ads for the past 5 
years. There is no real shortage of 
apartments in Dixon, but there 
definitely is a shortage of bunga- 
lows and 5 and 6 room houses for 
rent. Rent control should be con- 
tinued and the landlords should be 
allowed to raise rents to a max- 
imum of 159r. This would be a 
fair break for both landlords and 
tenants. If control is taken off en; 
tirely, many renters are going to 
get an awful jolt in the pocketbcok 
from their landlords. Keep rent 
control at least until next April, 
allow the 15% increase and see how 
the situation works out in the 
meantime.

Features Hunches for 
Season's Box Lunches 


By JUNE I'lLGHIM* 


Do your box lunches measure up to the yardstick of'good nutrition? 


Every box lunch, whether for a grade schooler, big sister, or working 
man, should be fashioned after five mcasutements. They are protein, 
vegetable, fruit or dessert, bread, and beverage. 


Protein examples are meat, fish, cheese, egg, milk, peanut butter 


and nuts. Vegetables can_be included as raw ones or in a salad, 
cooked, or canned. Fruit or dessert can be fresh, out of the hand, 
canned* frozen, dried or in pudding. 


The sandwich is the mam course of almost every lunch box. It is 


necessary to give some foiethought and planning to its making. Other- 
vise, it is easy to slip into the habit of standaidizing on two or three 
hree kinds of sandwiches and a 
monotony of 
lunches soon is cs- 


ablished. 
Variety is the spice of life. This 
pplies not only to the person who 
ats the sandwichs but to the per- 
on preparing them. New meth- 
ds of preparation, new 
ingredi- 


nts. even experiments in 
sand- 


•ich making can change " box 
unch preparation from 
a hum- 


rum. daily chote to an interest- 
ng expression of your own ingen- 
ity. 
The foundation of a sandwich is 
read. It's best to use day-old 


bread for sandwiches. 
Too 
soft 


bread tears. If you have to use 
it, chill well in lefrigerator first 


Use both dark and white bread. 


Try some triple decker sandwich- 
es and alternate dark and white 
slices. Don't hesitate to use rye 
and pumpei nickel bread occasion- 
ally. Rolls and fancy breads also 
may add variety to your sand- 
wiches. 


Cut sandwiches into sizes that 


are easy to handle. Cut them into 
various shapes if you 
want 
to 


make an especially big hit with 
the children. They love this idea. 


What About Fillings? 


Why not put "life" into sand- 


wiches and see what can be done 
about the fillings. 


Make the fillings moist enough so 
they spread easily; also so they'll 
not be too dry for eating. 
Spread 


the tilling evenly and be generous 
enough,so one can easily tell the 
flavor. But, don't be so generous 
that the filling will ooze out. 


Season sandwich fillings 
well, 


remomocr that a bit more seas- 
oning rather than less is permis- 
sible, since the filling is going be- 
tween two slices of bread. Family 
tastes, of course, are always con- 
sideicd. 


When meat is used for 
fillings 


use several thin slices rather than 
a single thick one. It tastes bet- 
ter and is easier to eat. 


For speed when cutting sand- 


wiches, stack two or 
three 
and 


cut all at once with a sharp knife. 


Lettuce, other salad greens and 


tomatoes have a tendency to lose 
then- crispness and make 
bread 


soggy. 
Keep lettuce and greens 


crisp by -vjappmg 
separately in 


wax paper: then add them to the 
sandwiches just before serving. 


Patt of the fun of sandNvich mak- 


ing is "creating" a filling out of 
miscellaneous things on hand. For 
instance, you may have a bit of 
cheese, scrap of meat left on bone 
of a roast, or a hard-boiled egg.

operation, using a flexible spatula.

technical aid program. The Reds 
had spread word that the Ameri- 
cans were "stealing 
blood" to 


send to Korea. 


A lot of blood tests have gone 


under the microscope since then. 
The old suspicion is gone and the 
U. S. Public Health Sen-ice doctor 
is accepted as one of the com- 
munity. 


So is his associate. Dr. David 


Feldman. known around town as 
"Dr. Stick Your 
Tongue Out." 


Those were the 
first 
words he 


learned to say in Burmese while 
he made a survey of vitamin de- 
ficiencies among the rice-eating 
peasants. 


Mrs. 
Feldman 
runs the only 


American household in this part 
of lower Burma. It is no easy job, 
especially since the 
birth of a 


daughter 
in June. This health 


team is fairly typical of several 
others helping train Burmese doc- 
tors and nurses in various sec- 
tions. 


Because this area is a favorite 


camp for rebels, the Americans in 
Bassein 
haven't 
been able to 


travel more than a mile or two 
out of town, except for occasional 
flights to Rangoon.

WASHINGTON W>—FBI Director 


J. Edgar Hoover says "complete 
protection of civil rights" should 
be one of the chief concerns of the 
nation's law enforcement officers. 


Writing in the current issue of 


the FBI Law Enforcement Bulletin, 
which is distributed to police and 
other law 
enforcement 
depart- 


ments throughout the n a t i o n , 
Hoover said: 


"One of the quickest ways for 


any law enforcement officer to 
bring public disrepute upon him- 
self, his organization and the en- 
tire profession is to be found guilty 
of a violation of civil rights. 


"Our people may tolerate many 


mistakes of both intent and per- 
formance, but, with unerring in- 
stinct, they know that when any 
person is intentionally deprived of 
his constitutional rights those re- 
sponsible have committed no ordi- 
nary offense." 


Hoover said the great majority 


of police officials throughout the 


First step is individual and col-

Usually It's the Title, Not 
The Stars, That Sell Movie 


For Vacationing Bob Thomas 
HOLLYWOOD —tf>—What's the 


most important single factor in the 
box office success of a movie, stars, 
director or story? 


None of those, I say, and I find 


some important Hollywood people 
who.agree with me that a picture 
often makes or loses a buck solely 
on its title. 


Last year, MGM ma'de a highly 


entertaining picture called "Angels 
in the Outfield." Critics liked it. 
and apparently most who saw it 
liked it. But it didn't do business 
and MGM blames the title. The 
story was a fantasy that should 
have appealed to baseball fans and 
non-baseball fans alike. However, 
the title tabbed it as all-baseball 
and baseball pictures generally are 
not strong box office. 


Confused Customers 


One of the year's best suspense 


films was a sleeper called "The 
Atomic City." The picture had no 
big names, but the word-of-mouth 
should have brought the customers 
in. Paramount changed the title 
midway in the run to "19 Elevado 
St." It apparently only confused 
the customers. 


If a picture fails, it's seldom 


the stars' or director's fault the 
publicity people moan. The press 
agents usually get blamed for not 
selling the picture properly. 


Doing a little research on this 


subject, I contacted Arthur Horn- 
blow Jr., one of MGM's top money 
producers. 


"You couldn't have come to a 


more inexpert person," said Horn- 
blow. "I'm the fellow who pro- 
duced 'The Asphalt Jungle' and 
held out against a change of title."

Coast Guard 
Academy 


ABOARD TRUMAN TRAIN-WI 


—President Truman sped toward 
the Coast Guard Academy at New 
London, Conn., today on his last 
non-political trip before he starts 
his coast-to-coast stumping 
next 


Saturday. 


Saddened by the sudden death of 


his press secretary, Joseph Short, 
Truman was solemn as he boarded 
his private car last night. He talk- 
ed 
sorrowfully 
with 
reporters 


about Short, who died of a heart 
ailment Thursday night. 


Truman will inspect the academy, 


speak briefly and informally at a 
luncheon in the mess hall and fly 
back to Washington this afternoon. 


He planned to depart from New 


London in his plane, the "Inde- 
pendence" at 1 p. m. (EST) on 
the 75 to 90-minute flight to Wash- 
ington in time to drive to Alex- 
andria, Va., to attend memorial 
services for Short.
